[llinois Farmer Turns Hives Into 
Incubators With Marked

DANVILLE, IIl., June 1—William P. 
Johnson of Vermilion Grove, this coun- 
ty, has hit upon the novel scheme of 
jcompelling bees to ald in hatching eggs 
combined with their duties of gathering 
honey. 

Johnson declares the same tempera- 
ture which hatches bees’ eggs also will 
hatch hens’ eggs.- With this idea in 
view he has fitted up his hives with 
an added story, a piece of carpet being 
placed between the bees and the box 
where he will place the eggs.

Jail Prisoner’s Remarkable 
Story Takes Laporte Sheriff 
to Vernon, Tex. 





Specia) to the Post-Dispatch. 
LAPORTE, Ind., June 1,—Sheriff 
Smutzer returned today from Vernon, 
Tex., where he went to hear the con- 
fession of Julius G. Truelson Jr. of New 
York. 

Truelson, in Jail in Vernon on a 
swindling charge, wrote to State’s At- 
torney Smith here that he could clear 
up the entire Gunness mystery. In the 
interval before Sheriff Smutzer’s arrival 
at Vernon, he told a detailed and vivid 
story of his alleged experiences at the 
Gunness murder farm, implicating him- 
self and Ray Lamphere deeply in the 
woman’s’ crimes. 

When Smutzer appeared at Vernon, 
Truelson retracted his confession, and 
said he had been merely acting a part 
in his colorful and, at the time, con- |, 
vincing recital. He had done this, he 
said, in the hope of getting out of the 
hands of the Texas authorities. He is 
charged with representing himself as 
Jonathan G. Thaw of Pittsburg, a 
cousin of Harry K. Thaw, and with 
passing forged checks and drafts for | 
thousands of dollars. 


Doubts His Vivid Stéry. 


Learning that Truelson was addicted 
to drugs which sometimes aid the imag- 
inative faculties, Smutser concluded 
that his confession wes untrue, and did 
pt to-bring him here. At the 
same , N@ says, the exactness of 
and persons at the Gunness farm is sur- 
prising, even in view of the fullness of 
newspaper accounts, which the prisoner 
might have read. He declares Truelson 
to be a remarkable criminal romancer.: 
Truelson swore that he took his wife, 
formerly Mae Frances O'Reilly of Roch- ft 
ester, N. Y., to the Gunness farm, had 
her ‘‘put out of the way,’’ helped Lam- 
phere bury her and assisted in disposing 
of six other bodies in the private ceme- 
tery of the Laporte murderess. 

Mae O'Reilly is missing. The police 
of Rochester tried ten days ago to find 
her, and*reported that she had disap- 
peared about the time Truelson now 
says he took her to Laporte to have her 
killed so that he could marry again. 
Jewehry bearing the name of Mae F. 
O’Reilly was found in the Gunness home 
ruins.

Meant to Take Bride There. 
Further, Truelson says he intended to 
take his second wife, Sarah Arrabelle 
Vreeland, daughter of. C. P. Vreeland 
of East Ninety-second street, Canarsie, 
Long Island, with whom he eloped in 
March. last, to the Gunness farm. All 
that prevented him, he says, was a let- 
ter from Mrs. Gunness, telling him the 
Sheriff was making inquiries, about the 
disappearance of some of her victims, 
and advising nim to come alone. | 
Truelson’s story, as told to the officials 
at Vernon, and repeated by them to 
Sheriff Smutzer, was that, in 1904, he 
read Mrs. Gunness’ advertisement in a 
Milwaukee paper, answered it, met her 
in Chicago and was offered employment 
by her. He said she told him she prac- 
ticed an illegal form of surgery, and 
occasionally had bodies to dispose of, 
and that she would pay him well for 
helping her. 

He said he married Mae Frances 
O'Reilly at Saratoga, N. Y., Aug: 4, 1904, 
deserted her two weeks later, entered 
the navy, deserted, passed bad checks, 
was sent to the Elmira Reformatory, 
got out in OctoWer, 1906, and went to 
Laporte, arriving there on Christmas 
night. The same night, he said, he 
helped Lamphere bury the body of a 
girl who, he learned later, was Jennie 
Olsen. 

First Wife’s Death. 


He' remained three days, he said, 
helped bury three more bodies and got 
$500 from Mrs. Gunness. Then he left, 
stealing two gold watches, which he 
later pawned in New York. He found 
his wife in Saratoga in May, 1907, he 
said, and got her to accompany him 
back to the Gunness place. 

On condition that he would stay and 
help her, he said, Mrs. Gunness agreed 
to kill his wife. This she did with 
chloral hydrate, he said, and he and 
Lamphere buried the body in a field. 
In the same hole, the next night, he 
declared, they buried the body of Frank 
Ricdlanger of Delafield, Wis., who has 
been reported as missing. 

Tells of Helgelein’s Death. 

The next crime Truelson confessed to 
was the burying of the body of An- 
drew Helgelein. He said oirs. Guinness 
sent for him when he was in New 
York: that he arrived in Laporte on the 
morning of Jan. 14 last, was concealed 
all day in the Gunness house, and at 
9 o'clock that night, when Lamphere re- 
turned from Michigan City, sat in a 
card game with Lamphere, Mrs. Gun- 
ness and Helgelein. —_ 4 

During the game, he said, the mur- 
deress poisoned Helgelein’s beer, and he 
and Lamphere carried the unconscious 
victim to the door of the secret butchery 
reom. Mrs. Gunness would not let them 
‘inside, he related, but dragged the body 
in herself, and told them to wait. 

In a short time, he declared, she drag-

After sighing a long confession in- 
cluding these statements, True lson told 
Sheriff Williams of Vernon “in confi- 
dence,” that it was all a lie, that he had 
never been near the Gunness farm, and 
that during the period covered by his 
confession of crime he had been in con-| 
finement, either in the New York Re- 
formatory at Elmira or in Government 
prisons, for deserting from beth the 
army and the navy. 

Insane, Says Brother. 

NEW YORK, June 1.—Julius G. Truel- 
son’s parents live on the top floor of a 
three-story private residence at #40 West 
Forty-seventh street, but they went 
aWay several weeks ago to escape the 
notoriety their son had brought to them. 

‘There is no doubt that my brother is 
insane,’’ said Harry Truelson, an only 
brother, last night. “He was struck on 
the head by a trolley car at Twenty- 
third street and Broadway five years 
ago and hag never béen right since. 
“He could not have had anything to 
do with Mrs. Gunness, because at that 
time he was in the Elmira Reformatory. 
He did not get out until the first of this 
year, and then he was released on pa- 
role. He was sent to Elmira for de- 
serting from the army and navy.”

BUSINESS IMPROVING 





Simmons Company Force 
Near Normal; Steel Plants 
- Add to Force. 





The National Prosperity Association’s 
campaign in behalf of the unemployed 
assumed tangible form Monday when 
many St. Louis firms put back to work 
probably 3000 employes, who were laid 
off during the recent business depres- 
sion. 

This number will be greatly increased 
within the next few days. According to 
the National Prosperity Association 
promoters, several large mercantile es- 
tablishments increased their forces about 
two weeks ago. 

Running Close .to Normal. 

B. C. Simmons, chairman *of the Ex- 
ecutive Board of the National Prosperi- 
ty Association, says the Simmons Hard- 
ware Co., of which he is president, is 
now running close to normal conditions. 

“I do not think it advisable,” said Mr. 
Bimmons, ‘‘to say just how many men 
Wwe re-employed today. As our business 
improves, we put on more men and with 
the work of the Prosperity Association 
only just begun we are assured of a 
gpeedy commercial revival, net only in 
St. Louis, but also throughout the coun- 
try. 

“We expect the other large cities to 
Join us about July 1.” 

At the offices of the Ferguson-McKin- 

ney, Ely-Walker, Rice-Stix & Co. and 
other large wholesale dry goods houses 
it was stated that only a few men were 
‘Jaid off since O¢tober and that all were 
now back at work. 
. The big industrial and manufacturing 
concerns, Which depend to a large ex- 
tent on the railroads, have not been able 
to give the prosperity movement the en- 
couragement which they think it de- 
‘Serves. 

At the same time, those companies 
are gradually resuming operations, ac- 
cording to reports received at the Pros- 
perity Association headquarters. 

Iron Business Improves. 

W. W. Pettis, assistant to President 
Scullin of the Scullin-Gallagher Iron and 
Steel Co., said that a substantial im- 
provement in the fron = business had 
been noted during the last two weeks 
and that concerns were now employing 
more men than at any time gince the 
October_panic. | 

“We are not up to anything like our 
normal force, however,” said Mr. Pet- 
tis. ‘‘It may be sometime before, we 
can give work to all our men.’ 

Two hundred men were réinétated at 


the American Steel Foundries Co. Mon- 
day, bringing the present force of that 
concern up to 750. Under ordinary con- 
ditions they work from 1700 to 1800 
men. 

The Republican Iron and Steel Co. is 
running with a small force after being 
completely .shut down. for several 
months, and the American Car and 
Foundry Co. is adding to fts payroli. 

The St. Louis plant of the American 
Car and Foundry Co,., where 2500 men 
were employed, has not yet. reguined 
work.

HONOLULU, June 1.—Prof. Dr. Rob- 
ert Koch, the eminent German bacteri- 
ologist, whe for some time has been 
staying in Honolulu“on his trip around 
the world, has returned from: a visit 
to the famous leper colony on _ the 
Island of Molokai, whither he went for 
the purpose of investigating the method 
of treating leprosy, which has long been 
the perplexing problem in these islands 
and in the Orient. 
Dr. Koch was taken to Molokai as the 
guest of the German Consul, William 
Pfotenhauer, on the Chilian steamer, 
Ke Au Hou, especially chartered for the 
trip, and was accompanied by Dr. Wal- 
ter Beckerhoff, in charge of the federal 
leprosium; Dr. L. E. Cofer, president of 
the United States Marine Hospital 
Service at Honolulu, and H. Focke, 
Chilean Consul here. 
Silent on Possible Cure. 

Dr. Koch made a careful examination 
of the settlement, taking many notes on 
what he saw and questioning many of 
the unfortunates, but was reticent in 
expressing himself except on the general 
conduct and condition of the camp. As 
to the scientific treatment of the dread 
disease, whether a permanent cure might 
be discovered as a result of experiments 
now being made by scientists, he de- 
clined to be quoted.

“I visited the settlement,” said Dr. 
Koch, “principally to learn three things, 
namely, the method of administration, 
the contentment and surroundings of the 
lepers and whether climatic, racial or 
other conditions resulted in special 
forms of development of the disease. As 
a result of my visit I found the type 
of disease the same as that existing in 


leper stations of other countries which 
I have visited. 

“The buildings, general arrangements 
and equipment compare favorably with 
- those existing in the great leper stations 
in other parts of the world. I consider 
the patients well provided for in every 
respect, and especially in treatment and 
nourishment. The lepers have every 
reason to be as well satisfied and con- 
tentéd as could be expected.” 


Lepers Taken by Surprise. 
The lepers had no notice of the coming 
of the great German scientist, and were 
rather taken by surprise. They take de-

and felt chagrined that they were not 
prone to show those attentions to the 
party.

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TAFT’S REFERENCE TO 
GDANT’S DRINKING DEPLORED 


From Secretary Taft's speech, read by him from manu- 
script in Grant’s tomb on Decoration Day before Gen. Frederick 
Dent Grant, Mrs. Grant and his son, Lieut. U. S. Grant: 

T is true, that Grant received an education at West Point, but cer- 
tainly nothing was developed there in him to indicate his fitness or 
ability to meet great responsibilities. ; 

E did well in the Mexican War, as did other lieutenants. He mani- 

ag argengs Quartermaster energy and familiarity with 

his duties. But in 1854 he resigned from the army because he had 
to. He had yielded to the weakness of a taste for stro 
than be courtmartialed he left the army. He return 
on the Pacific Ocean, to his family in St. Louis without money, without 

propeer—-s disheartened man. He accepted from his father-in-law a 
oan of 75 acres of land, upon which he constructed a house for his family 

* to live in, and there he carried on farming operations. His chief business 

seemed to be that of selling wood, of cutting it, and piling it in the back 

yards of the well-to-do people of St. Louis. 

FTER six years of this life he gave up farming because of ill- 
health and went into the real estate business for a year. 
failed in this. His associate dissolved the partnership. Then at 

last his father offered him $600 as a clerk in his leather store at Galva, 

Ill., and then he moved from St. Louis. He worked here for a year also. 

During these seven years, though everything looked dark, he overcame in a 

great measure his weakness for strong drink. 

UT he was so constituted that it seemed impossible for jhim to earn 
a livelihood even when he had given hostages to fortune in the 
shape of a wife and four children. |

Ill-Advised Asserts Dr. Taussig. 

Dr. William Taussig, who was the 
Dent family physician and who often 
treated Gen, Grant, said he did not be- 
come acquainted with the General until 
1859, after his resignation from _ the 
Army, and knew nething of that inci- 
dent. 

“After I came to know him, he did 
drink to excess,’’ Dr. Taussig said, “but 
that has no bearing on the army inci- 
dent, about which I know nething. And 
in any event reference to it was inop- 
portune and fll-advised.”’ 

Judge Leo Rassieur said that “every- 
thing was going wrong with Grant in 
those days, and any man might have 
drunk too much under the same cir- 
cumstances.” 

“But I am astonished,” Judge Ras- 
sieur continued, “at the poor. taste 
shown by raking up such ae disagree- 
able subject at the great man’s tomb. 
The speech was entirely uncalled fory” 

Gen. Noble Explains. 

Gen. John W. Neble, former Secretary 
of the Interior and ence Commander-in- 
Chief of the G. A. R., says Gen. Grant 
did not leave the army for fear of 
courtmartial at all. 

“T never saw him under the influence 
of liquor,” Gen. Neble said. “He was 
always cool, level-headed and _ in full 
control of himself and everybody around 
him. If he drank at all I never saw 
indication of it, and I saw a great deal 
of him at close range during the wer. 

“Secretary Taft showed poor judg- 
ment. I don’t think much ef that sort 
of speech.”’ 

It is recalied here that Judge Alphonso 
Taft, Secretary Taft's father, was in 
President Grant’s Cabinet as Secretary 
of War, in 1876. After two months he 
Was transferred to Attorney-General. 

Gen Silent After Speech. 

A Post-Dispatch correspondent, who 
called at the quarters of Gen. Fred D. 
Grant, at Governor’s Island, to ask 
what the General thought of Secretary 
Taft’s reference to Gen. U. 8. Grant, 
was referred to Capt. Bowley, Gen. 
Grant's aid-de-camp. Capt. Bowley said 
Gen. Grant was not in a pesition to crit- 
icise Secretary Taft, whether he wished 
te do se or not. 

Son Must Remain Silent, 

“Army etiquette forbids him making 
any comment upon the matter,” ex- 
plained Capt. Bowley. “I have not 
heard Gen. Grant utter one word con- 
cerning the Secretary’s speech. I do 
not think he will de so, and certainly 
he will have nothing to say publicly. I 
know that Secretary Taft is one of the 
General’s warmest friends, and I do 
not think the General would be disposed, 
on that greund, if en no ether, te criti- 
cise the Secretary. 

“IT am not intimating, even remotely, 
mind yeu, that Gen. Grant has indicated 
any displeasure over the Secretary’s 
speech. Officers who rode with him 
from Grant’ tomb tell me he made no 
reference to anything that Secretary

Taft Regrets Effect of Speech. 

WASHINGTON, May 21.—Secretary of 
War Taft, when apprised tonight that 
comment had been caused by his ref- 
erence in his Memortal day address in 
New York to Gen. Grant’s resignation 
from the Army before the Civil War, 
made the following statement: 

“I am much distressed that anything 

I have said should be construed to be 
an attack upon Gen. Grant's memory. 
I yield to no man in my admiration for 
Gen. Grant, in my high estimate of the 
remarkable qualities and character and 
of the great debt that the nation owes 
him. In my Memorial address I at- 
tributed his resignation from the army 
in 1854 to his weakness for strong drink, 
because from Mr. Garland’s life of 
Grant and the evidence he cites and 
from other histories, I supposed it was 
undoubtedly true. 
\ “T referred to the matter only be- 
cause it seemed to me that it was one 
of the great victories of his life that 
he subsequently overcame the weak- 
ness. The wonder of his life wag that 
with all the discouragements that he 
encountered before the Civil War, in- 
cluding this, he became the nation’s 
chief instrument in suppressing the 
rebellion. I venture to say that no 
impartial man can read my Memorial 
day address and gay I do not give 
Gen. Grant a place in history as high 
as that given him by any of his his- 
torians or his admirers. 

‘The lives of our great men be- 
long to the country. If facts are told 
showing they had weaknesses which 
they overcame, the force of their suc- 
cessful example is greater to lift the 
youth of the country up to emulate 
them than if they are painted as per-

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Why should the city pay the German news- 
paper combine twice the price the merchant 
advertisers pay? Any advertiser who will 
contract to use 100,000 lines a year can get 
a rate of from 3 to 4 cents per line from the 
Abend Anzeiger which (representing the com- 
bine of German papers) demands 7 cents from 
the city, although the city uses in excess of 
375,000 lines annually. Why, also, should a 
German paper with one-fifth the circulation 
of the Star and Chronicle, receive 7 cents per 
line for advertising when the Star and Chron- 
icle makes the city a rate of 2.85 cents per 
line and the Republic (with a dozen times 
the circulation of the Abend Anzeiger ) did 
the city advertising last year for 2.90 per line 
when the Abend Anzeiger reeeived 5.75 per 
line for the same service? These questions 
should be thoroughly threshed out by the 
Council, with the. additional question—what 
is the nature of the agreement by the German 
papers to maintain high bids on city work? 


GOOD PRINCIPLE; BAD APPLICATION. 

We agree with the principle proposed by Mayor 
Wells that the park should be so managed that 
all the people will have equal rights in it. 

Each should have the freedom of the park con- 
sistent with equal freedom of others. There must 
be sensible regulations. 

But we disagree with the Mayor in his Epplica- 
tion of this principle to the exclusion of school 
picnics and children’s picnics of any kind. There 
is ample room in the park for the outings of all 
the children in the city. Of course, all do not 
want to hold picnics in the park and the picnic 
dates are distributed through the summer. It 
is really absurd to say that these innocent out- 
ings of the children should be barred from the 
park for fear of overcrowding or of damage to 
park property. 

The Amateur Athletic Association has a club 
building, tennis court and golf links in the park. 
If nearly one hundred acres can be turned over 
to a club for free recreation grounds surely 
two or three acres can be spared for the occa- 
sional outings of the city’s children. 

Forest Park must be opened to the pedple for 
all innocent amusements, including picnics. 


Now we understand. The consumers who pay 
more for less quantity of light and power than 
under the old schedule are not gouged but pro- 
moted to a higher class, and have to-pay to sup- 
port the dignity of their rank. Why didn’t the 
Union Electric Light and Power Co. say so in the 
beginning? 
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STATE AID FOR DEEP WATER. 
Although the lakes-to-gulf channel is properly 
a national rather than a state project, it is un- 
questionable that by voting the movement indi- 
vidual state aid the states can go far to insure 
prompt execution of the work. 

Gov. Folk is considering the appointment of a 
commission to report to him before the next 
legislative session, with a purpose of recommend- 
ing some distinct action. Missouri’s indorsement 
of the waterway wa®\the subject of a resolution 
at the recent Democratic convention. 

Louisiana and Mississippi have already, through 
their governors and legislatures ‘taken special 
action to forward the project, and Illinois is about 
to vote on a constitutional amendment making 
possible a great bond issue for actual work on 
60 miles of the channel. Undoubtedly the states 
of Montana, Minnesota, Wisconsin, Tennessee, 
Arkansas and Kentucky will be influenced to 
action in the same direction by these examples. 
The subject of staté aid for the waterway is 
comparatively a new one, and for that reason it 
has been made prominent in the program of the 
Chicago Lakes-to-Gulf Convention, at which sev- 
eral very thoughtful men will give it full dis- 
cussion. In a general way the Post-Dispatch has 
already pointed out the advantages of individual 
state aid. Should the valley states give earnest 
of their purpose by actual proffered aid the 
Federal Government would be moved to haste 
in taking up its own duty effectively. It could 
not long stand -by and let the states as such en- 
gage actively upon its own function. 

A concerted and a practical movement by the 
states themselves would not only have an irre- 
sistible force politically, but would do much to 
demonstrate the extent and character of the 
requisite work, its general feasibility, and its 
probable - benefits. Let the states demonstrate 
that they mean business and they will soon vital- 
ize an active river plan. ; 
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Experiments are always useful, but the shots 
that did not sink the Florida were not fired in 
war and do not conclusively prove anything. All 
that can be claimed is that the armor was the 
best, and ships so protected make a first-class 
navy.
